He was sustained yesterday by Call and 
Jones, of Florida, in speeches; by Davis, of 
West Virginia, and Ransom, with their votes, 
making five democrats who voted for the bill. 
Mr. Lamar was absent, and his colleague, Mr. 
George, would not vote. 

Last night I asked Senator Ransom what he 
thought of the bill. Said he: 

“Tam glad I voted forit and I am glad it 
passed. If defeated at all it must have been 
defeated by southern democrats, and that 
would have done us great harm. Knowing as 
we did that the solid republican yote was to be 
‘ast for it, and believing, as we must, that the 
mass of the northern people desired the 
bill to pass, southern democrats could not 
afford to offer obstructions to it. Senator 

frown made a strong speech, and while our 
voting for it can do no harm, a solid southern 
yote against it would have done so.” : 

The five democrats whese names appear in 
the affirmative vote are satisfied with their 
action. Itecan only be fairly considered by 
contrasting the result with the defeat of the 
bill by southern votes. Such an event would 
have raised the flag of sectionalism at once, 
as it was only afew moments after five south- 
ern men had yoted for the Grant bill, Mr. 
George's resolution to appropriate 3100,000 to 
furnish provisions to the destitute in the Mis- 
sissippi valley was earried right through, 
Sherman, Hoar and Logan actively tavoring 
it. 

During the debate on the Grant. bill, 
the most interested listener was General Sher- 
nian. Hesat in his brother Jobn’s chair, 
noting every incident, allowing not a word to 
escape him. But his manner was quite differ- 
ent from what it was when the effort was 
miade in the last congress to shove Grant into 
the active army list. Then he was nervous 
and apprehensive. Yesterday he seemed to 
hear with calmness the high eulogiums on 


». Grant as a soidier, and walked out witha 


smile when the final vote was taken and his 
rival was shelved away among the military 
fossils of the land.

No manly man feels anything of shame in leok- 
ing back to early struggles with adverse circum. 
stances, and no man feels a worthier pride than 
when he has conquered the obstacles to his progress, 
But no one of noble mould desires to be looked 
upon as having occupied a menial position, as 
having been repressed by a feeling of inferiority, or 
as having suffered the evils of poverty until relief 
was found at the hand of charity. General Gar- 
field's youth presented no hardships which famil 
love and family energy did not overcome, subjec 
him to no Ya which he did not cheerfully 
accept, and left no memories save thuse which were 
recalled with delight, and transmitted with profit 
and with pride. 

Garfield's early opportunities for securing an ed- 
ucation were extremely limited, and yet were suffi- 
cient to developin him an intense desire to learn. 
He could read at three years of age. and each win- 
ter he had the advantage of the district school. He 
read all the books he found within the circle of his 
acquaintance; some of them he got by heart. While 
yet in childhood he was a constant student of the 
Bible, and became familiar with its hterature. The 
dignity and earne-tness of his speech in his maturer 
life gave evidence of this early training. Ateight- 
teen years of age he was able to teach school, und 
thenceforwara nis ambition was to obtain a eoliege 
education. To this end he bent all his efforts, 
working in the harvest field, at the carpenter's 
bench, and, in the winterseason, teaching the com- 
mon schools of the neighborhood. While thus 
laboriously oecupicd he fuund time to prosecute 
his studies, and was so suecessful that at twenty- 
two years of age he was able to enter the junior 
class at Williams college, then under the presiden- 
cy of the venerabl: and honored Mark Hopkins, 
who, 1n the fulluess of his powers, survives the em- 
inent pupil to whom he was of inestimable service. 

The history of Garfield’s life to this period, pre- 
sents no novel features. He had undoubtedly 
shown perseverance, self-reliance, self-sacrifice, an 
ambition—qualities which, be it said for the honor 
of ourcountry, are everywhere to be found among 
the young menof America. But from his graduation 
at Williams onward, to the hour of his tragical 
death, Garfield's career was eminent and excep- 
tional. Slowly working through his educational 
period, receiving his diploma when twenty-four 
years of age, he seemed at one bound to spring into 
eonsp.cuous and brilliant success. Within six years 
he was successively p,esident of a college, state sen- 
ator of Ohio, major general of the army of the 
United States, and representative elect to the na- 
tional congress. A combination of honors so varied, 
so elevated, within a period so brief and to a man 
so young, is without precedent or parallel im the 
history of the eountry. 

Gartield’s army life was begun with no other mil- 
itary knowledge than such as he had hastily gained 
from the books in the few months precedixg his 
march to the field. Stepping from civil life to the 
head of a regiment, the first order he received when 
ready to cross the Obio was to assume command of 
a brigade, and to operate asan independent force 
in eustern Kentucky. His immediate duty was to 
check the advaice of Humphrev Marshall, who was 
marching down the Lig Sandy with the intention of 
occupying in connection with other confederate 
forces the entire territory of Kentucky, and of pre# 
cipitating the state into secession. This was at the 
close of the year 1861. Seldom, if ever, hasa young 
college professor been thrown into a more embarass- 
ing and discouraging position. He knew justenough 
of mlitary science, as he expressed it himself, to 
measure the extent of his ignorance, and with a 
handful of men he was marching, in rough winter 
weather, into a strange country, among a hostile 
population, to confront a largely superior foree 
under the command of a distinguished graduate of 
West Point, who had seen active and important ser- 
vice in two preceding wars. 

The result of the campaign isiaatter of history 
The skill, the endurance, the extraordinary a 
shown by Garfield, the courage he imparted toh 
men, raw and untried as himself, the measures he= 
adopted to increase his force and to create in the 
enemy's mind exagyerated estimates of his num- 
bers, bore perfect fruit ‘n the routing of Marshall, 
the capture of his camp, the dispersion of his force, 
andthe emancipation of an important territory 
from the control of the rebellion. Coming, at the 
close of a long series of disasters to the union arma, 
Garfield’s victory had an unusualand extraneous 
importance, and in the popular judgment elevated 
the young commander to the rank of a military 
hero. With less than two thousand men in his en- 
tire command, with a mobilized foree of onl 
eleven hundred, without cannon, he had 
met an army of five thousand and 
defeated them—driviig Marshall's forces suetes- 
Gvely from two strongholds of their own oe 
fortitied with abundant artiliery. Major-Gen 
Buell, commanding the departmentof the Ohio, an 
experienced and able soldier of the regular army, 
nag wep toe order - ry ey | and cong ata saa 
on the brilliant result of the Big Sandy cam 
which would have turned the head of a iol endl 
aud sensible man than Garfield. Luell declared 
that his services hai called into action the 
qualities of a soldier, and President Lincola su 
plemented these words of praise by the more su 
stantial reward of a brigadier-general’s commission, 
to bear date from the day of bis decisive victory 
over Marshall. 

The subsequent military career of Garfield fuily 
sustained its brilliant beginning. With his new 
commission he was assigned to the command ofa 
brigade in the army of the Ohio, and took partin 
the second and decisive day’s fight in the 
battle of Shiloh. The remainaer of the year 1862 
wes not especially eventful to Garfield, as it was 
not to the armies with which he was serving. His 
practical sense was called into exercise in ¢om- 
pleting the task, *ssigned him by General Buell, of

He was especially fortunate in the constituency 
whieh elected him. Descended almost entirely 
from New England stock. the men of the Ashtxbula 
district were intensely radical on all questions re- 
lating to human rights. Well educated, thrifty, 
thoroughly intelligent in affairs, acutely discerning 
of character, not quick to bestow confidence and 
slow to withdraw it, they were at once the most 
helpfuland most exacting supporters. Their te- 
nacious trustin men in whom they have once con- 
tided is illustrated by the unparalleled fact that 
E:isha Whittlesey, Joshua R. Giddings, and James 
A. Garfield represented the district for fifty-four 
years. 

There is no test of a man’s ability in any depart- 
ment of puble life more severe than service in the 
house of representatives; there is no place where so 
little deference is paid to reputation previously ac- 
quired, or to eminence won outside; no place 
where so little consideration is shown for.the feel- 
ings or the failures of beginners. What a man 
gainsin the house he gaius by sheer force of his 
own character, and if he loses and falls back he 
must expect no mercy, and will receive nosympa 
thy. Itisa tield in which the survival of the strong- 
est is.the recognized rule, and where no pretense 
can deceive and no glamour can mislead. The real 
man is di-covéred,his worth is impartially weighed, 
his rank is ingfeversibly decreed. 

Vith posstbly a single exception Garfield was the 
youngest member in the house when he entered, 
nid was but seven years from his coliege gradua- 
ion. ‘But he had not been in his seat sixty days 
b fre his ability was recognized and his place con- 
ceded. He stepped to the front with the confidence 
of one who belonged there. The house was crowded 

-with strong men of both parties; nineteen of them 
have since been transferred to the senate, and many 
of them have served with distinction in the guber- 
natorial chairs of their respective states, and on 
foreign missions of great consequence; but among 
them all none grew so rapidly, none so firmly as 
Giarfield. Asis said by Tevelyan of his parliamen- 
tary hero, Garfield succeeded ‘because all 
the world in concert could nol have 
kept him in the back ground, and _ because 
when once in the front he played his part with a 
prompt intrepidity and a commanding ease that 
yere but the outward symptoms of the immense re- 
serves of energy, on which it was in his power to 
draw.’’ indeed the apparently reserved force which 
Gartield possessed was one of his great characteris 
tics. He never did so well but that it seemed he 
could easily have done better. He never expended 
eo rnuch strength but that he seemed to be holding 
additional power at call. This is one of the hap- 
piest and rarest distinctions of an effective debater, 
and often counts for as much in persuading an es- 
sembly as the eloquent and elaborate argument. 

(he great measure of Garfield’s fame was tilled 
by nis service in the hose of representatives. His 
military life, illustrated by honorable performance, 
and rica in promise, was, as he himself felt, pre- 
maturely terminated, and necessarily incomplete. 
speculation as to what he might have doneina 
field, where the great prizes are so few. cannot be 
protitable. It is sufficient to say that asa soldier he 
did his duty bravely; he did it intelligently; he 
won an enviable fame, and he retired from the ser 
vice without blot or breath against him. Asa law- 
yer, though admirably equipped for the profession, 
ne can searcely be said to have entered on its prac- 
tice. The few efforts he made at the bar were dis- 
tinguished by the same high order of talent which he 
exhibited on every field where he was put tothe 
test, andifany man may be accepted as a compe- 
tent judge of his own capacities and adaptations, 
ithe law was the profession to which Garfield should 
have devoted himself. hut fate ordained it other- 
wise, and his reputation in history will rest iargely 
upon hisservice in the house of representatives, 
That service was exceptionally long. He was nine 
times consecutively chosen to the house, an honor 
enjoyed by not more than six other representatives 
of the more than five thousand who have been 
elected from the organization of the government to 
this hour. 

As a parliamentary orator, as a debater on an 
issue squarely joined, where the position had bee: 
chosen and the ground laid out, Garfield must be 
assigned a very high rank. More, perhaps, than any 
man with whom he was associated in public life, he 
gave careful and systematic study to public ques- 
tions and he came to every discussion in which he 
took part, with elaborate and complete prepara. 
tion. He was a steady and indefatigable worker. 
Those who imagine that talent or genius can sup- 
ply the place or achieve the results of labor will 
find no encouragement in Gartield’s life. In pre 
liminary work he was apt, rapid and skillful. He 
possessed in a high degree the power of readily 
absorbing ideas and facts,and like Dr. Johnson, 
had the art of getting from a book all that was of 
value initby a reading apparently so quick and 
cursory that it seemed like a mere glance 
at the table of contents. He was 
a - pre-eminently fair and candid manu 
in debate, took no petty advantage, stooped to no 
unworthy methods, avoided personal allusions, 
rarely appealed to prejudice, did not seek to in- 
flame passion. He hada quicker eye for the strong 
point of his adversary than for his weak point, and 
on his own side he so marshaled his weighty argu- 
mentsas to make his hearers forget any possible 
lack in the complete strength of his position. He 
had a habit of stating his opponent's side with such 
amplitude of fairness and such liberality of conces- 
sion that his followerers often complained that he 
was giving his case away. But never in his pro- 
longed participation in the proceedings of the 
house did hegive his case away, or fai!, in the 
judgment of competent and impartial listeners, to 
gain the mastery. 

These characteristics, which marked Gartield asa 
great debater, did not, however, make him a great 
parliamentary leader. A parliamentary leader, as 
that term is understood wherever free represeuta 
tive government exists, is necessarily and very 
strictly the organof hisparty. Anardent American 
defined the instinctive warmth of patriotism when 
he offered the toast, “Our country, always right, 
but right or wrong ourcountry.’’ The parliamen- 
tary leader who has a body of followers that willdo 
and dare and die for the cause, is one who believes 
his party always right, but right or wrong, is for his 
party. Nomore importantor exacting duty devolves 
upon him than ae selection of the field-and the 
tiie for contest. He must know not merely how to 
strike, but where to strike and when to strike. He 
often skillfully avoids the strength of the opponent’s 
position and scatters confusion in his ranks by at- 
tacking an exposed point when really the righteous- 
ness Of the cause and the strength of logical in- 
trenchmentare againsthim. Heconquers often both 
against the rightand the heavy battalions; as when 
young Charles Fox, in the days of his torvism, car- 
ried the house of commons against justice, azainst 
its immemorial rights, against his own convictious. 
if, indeed, at that period Fox had convictions, and. 
in the interest of a corrupt administration, in obe- 
dience to a tyrannical sovereign, drove Wilkes from 

the seat to which the electors of Middlesex had 
chosen him and installed Luttrell in defiance, not 
merely of iaw, but of public decency. For an 
achievement of that kind Gartield was disqualified 
—disquaiified by the texture of his mind, by the 
honesty of his hear', by hisconscience, and by every 
instinct and aspiration of his nature. 

The three most distinguished parliameutary lead- 
ers hitberto developed in this country are Mr. Clay, 
Mr. Douglas, and Mr. ThaddeussStevens. Each was 
a man of consummate sbility, of great earnestness, 
of intense personality, differing widely, each from 
the others, and yet with a signal trait in common— 
the power to command. In the give and take of 
duily discussion, inthe art of coutrolling and con- 
solidating reluctantand re‘ractory followers; in the 
skill to overcome all forms of opposition, and to 
meet with competency and courage the varying 
phases of unlooked for assault or un>us rected defec- 
tion, it would be difficult to rank with "we a fourth 
name in all our congressioual history. But of these 
Mr. Clay was the greatest. It would, perhaps, be 
impossible to findin the parliamentary annals of 
the world a parallel to Mr. Clay, in 1841, when at 
sixty-four years of age he took the control of the 
whig party from the president who had received 
their suffrage, against the power of Webster in the 
cabinet, against the eloquence of Choate in the sen- 
ate, against the Herculean efforts of Caleb Cushing 
and Henry A. Wise in the house. In unshared 
leadership, in the pride and plenitude of power he 
burled against John Tyler with deepest scorn the 
mass of that conquering column which had swept 
over the land in 1840, and drove his admin- 
istration to seek shelter behind the lines of his po- 
litical foes. Mr. Douglas achieved a victory scarce- 
ly less wonderful when, in 1854, against the secret 

esires of a stroug administration, against the wise 
counsel of the older chiefs, against the conservative 
instincts and even the moral sense of the country, 
he forced a reluctant congress intoa repeal of the 
Missouri compromise. Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, in 
his contests from 1865 to 1868, actually advanced his 

arliamentary leadership until congress tied the 

ands of the pepe sent one governed the country 
by its own will, leaving only derfunctory duties to be 
discharged by the executive. With two hundred 
millions of patronage in his bands at the opening 
of the coutest, aided by the active force of Seward 
in the cabinet and the moral power of Chase on the 
bench, Andrew Johnson could not command the 
support of one-third in either house against the 
parliamentary uprising, of which 1 haddeus Ste- 
vens was the animating spirit and the unquestioned 

er. 

From these three great men Garfield differed rad- 
ically, differed in the quality of his mind, in tem- 
perament, in the form and phase of ambition. He 
could not, do what they did, but he could do what 
they could not, and in the breadth of his cougres 
sioual work he left that which will longer exert a 
potential influence among men, and which, meas- 
ured by the severe test of posthumous criticism, will 
secure a more enduring and more enviable fame. 

Those unfamiliar with Garfield’s industry, and 
ignorant of the details of his work, may, 1n sume 

egree, measure them by the annals of congress. 
No one of the generation of public men to which he 
belon has contribted so much that will be valu- 
able for future reference. His 8 hes are ru- 
merous, many of them brilliant, all of them well 
studied, carefully phrased, and exhaustive of the 
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of ninety royal ectavo volumes of 
co onal record, they would present an inval- 
uable compendium of the political history of the 
most important era through which tbe national 
government has ever passed. When the history of 
this period shall be impartially written, when war 
legislation, measures of reconstruction, protection 
of human rights, amendments to the constitu- 
tion, maintena:ece of public credit, steps to- 
wards specie resumption, true theories of 
revenue may be reviewed, unsurrounded 
by prejudice and disconnected from par 
tisanism, the speeches of Garfield will be estimats d 
at their true value, and will be found to comprisc¢ 
a Vast magazine of factand arguinent, of clear anal 
ysis and sound conclusion. © ndeed, if no other au- 
thority were accessible, his speeches in the house 
of representatives from December, 1363, toJune, 
1880, would give a well connected history and com 
plete defeuse of the important legislatie) of the 
seventeen eventful vears that constitute his parlia- 
mentary life. Far beyond that, his speeches would 
be found to forecast many great measures, yet to be 
completed—measures which he knew were beyond 
the public opinion of the hour, but which he con- 
fidently believed would secure popular approval 
within the period of his own lifetime, and by the 
aid of his own efforts. pKa 
_ Differing, as Garfield does, from the brilliant 
parliamentary leader, it is not easy to find his 
counterpart anywhere in the record of American 
vublic life. He perhaps more nearly resembles 
Mr. Seward in his supreme faith in the all-con- 
quering power ofa principle. He had the love‘of 
learning, and the patient industry of investigation 
to which John Quincy Adams owes his prominence 
and his presidency. He had some of those ponder- 
ous elements of mind which distinguished Mr. 
Webster, and which, indeed, in all our public life 
have left the great Massachusetts senator without 
an intellectual peer. 

In English parliamentary history, as 11 our own, 
the leadersin the house of commons present points 
of essential difference from Garfield. Butsome of 
his methods recall the best features in the strong, 
independent course of Sir Robert Peel,and striking 
resemblances are discernible in that most promis- 
ing of modern conservatives, who died too early for 
his country and his fame, the Lord George Ben- 
tinck. He had all of Burke's love for the sublime 
and the beautiful, with, possibly, something of his 
superabundance; and in his faith and his magna- 
nimity,in his powerof statement, in his subtle 
analysis. in his faultless logic, in his love of litera- 
ature. in his wealth and world of illustration, one 
ix reminded of that great English state:-man of to- 
dav. who, eonfronted with Obstacles that would 
daunt any but the daunutess, reviled by those 
whom he would relieve as bitterly as by those 
whose supposed rights he is forced to invade, still 
labors with serene courage for the amelioration of 
Ireland and for the honor of the English name, 

Garfiela’s nomination to the presidency, while 
not predicted or anticipated, Was not a surprise to 
the country. ~ His prominence in congress, his solid 
qualities. his wide reputation, strengthened by his 
then recent election as senator from Ohio, kept him 
in the publie eye as a man occupying the very high- 
est rank among those entitled to be called states 
men, It was not mere chance that brought him 
this high honor. ‘‘We must,’” says Mr. Emerson, 
‘reckon success a constitutional trait. If Ene isin 
robust health and has slept well and is at the top 
of his condition, and thirty years old at his depart- 
ure from Greenland, he will steer west and hisships 
will reach New Foundland. But take Eric ont aud 
putin a stronger and bolder man, and the ships will 
sail six hundred, one thousand, fifteen hundred 
milesfarther and reach Labradorand New England. 
There is no chance in results.” 

Asa candidate, Garfield steadily grew in popu 
lar favor. Ile was met with a storm of detraction 


the close of his victorious Campaign: 

No might nor greatness in immortality 

Can censure ‘scape; back wounding calumny 

The whitest virtue strikes. What king so strong 

Can tie the gall up in the slanderous tongue? 

Under it all he was calm and strong, and confi- 
dent: never lost his self. possession, did no unwise 
act, spoke no hasty, or ill-considered word. In- 
deed nothing in his whole life is more remarkable 
ormore creditable than his bearing through those 
full tive months of vituperation—a prolonged agony 
of trial toa sensitive man, a constant and cruel 
draft upon the powers of moral endurance. The 
yreat mass of these unjust imputations passed un- 
noticed, and with the genera! debris of the cam- 
paign fell into oblivion. Butin a few instances 
the iron entered his soul and he died with the in- 
jury unforgotten if not unforgiven. 

One espect of Garfield’s candidacy was unprece- 
dented. Never before, in the history of partisan 
contests in this country, had a successful presiden- 
tial candidate spoken freely on passing events and 
current issues. Ioattempt anything of the kind 
seemed novel, rash. and even desperate. The older 
class of voters recalled the unfortunate Alabama 
letter, in which Mr. Clay was supposed to have 
signed his political death warrant. They remem- 
bered also the hot-tempered effusion by which Gen- 
eral Scott lost a large share of his*popularity before 
his nomination, aud the unfortunate speeches 
which rapidly consumed the réimainder. The 
younger voters had seen Mr. Greeley in a series of 
vigorous and original addresses, preparing the 
pathway for his own defeat. Unmindful 
of these warnings, unheeding the ad- 
vice of friends, Garfield spoke to large 
crowd's as he journeyed to and from New York in 
August, toa great multitudein thatcity,1to dele- 
gations and deputations of every kind that called 
at Mentor during the summerand autumn. With 
innumerable critics, watchful and eager tocatch a 
phrase that might be turned into odium or ridicule, 
ora sentence that might be distorted to his own or 
his party’s injury, Garfield did not trip or haltin 
any one of his seventy speeches. This seems all 
the more remarkable when itis remembered that 
he did not write what he said, and yet spoke with 
such logical consecutiveness of thoughtand such ad- 
mirable precision of , hrase as to defy the accident 
of misreport and the malignity of misrepresenta- 
toh. 

In the beginning of his presidential life Gar- 
field’s experience did not yield him pleasure or sat- 
isfaction. The duties that engrossso large a_por- 
tion of the president's time were dis asteful to him, 
and were unfavorably contrasted with his legisla- 
tive work. ‘‘I have been dealingall these years 
with ideas,’’ he impatiently exclaimed one day, 
‘and here Iam dealing on'y with persons. I have 
been heretofore treatiug of the fundamental prin- 
cip'es of government and here Iam covsidering all 
a Ly whether A or Bshall be appointed to this or 
that oftice.’’ He was earnestly seeking some practi- 
eal way of correcting the evils arising from the dis- 
tribution of overgrown and unwieldy patronage— 
evils always appreciated and often discussed by 
him, but whose magnitude had been more deeply 
impressed upon bis mind since his accession to the 
presidency. Had he lived,. a comprehensive im- 
provement in the mode of appointment and in the 
tenure of oftice weuld have been proposed by bim, 
and with the aid of congress no doubt perfected. 

But, while many of the executive duties were 
not grateful to him, he was assiduous and con- 
scientiows 1n their discharge. From the very out 
set he exhibited administrative talent of a high 
order. He grasped the helm of oflice with the hand 
of amaster. In this respect indeed he constantly 
surprised many who were most intimately asso- 
ciated with him in the government, and especially 
those who had feared that he might be lacking in 
the executive faculty. His disposition of business 

vas orderly and rapid. His power of amalysis, and 
his skill in classification, enabied him to dispatch 
a Vast mass of detail with singular promptness and 
ease. His cabinet meetings were admirably con- 
ducted. His clear presentation of official subjects, 
his well-considered suggestion of topics on which 
discussion was invited. his quick decision wien all 
had been heard, combined to show a thoroughness 
of mental training as rare as his natural ability and 
nse: facile adaptation to a new and enlarged field of 
ador. 

With perfect comprehension of all the inherit- 
anees of the war, with a cool calculation of the ob- 
stacles in his way, impelled always by a generous 
enthusiasm, Garfield conceived that much might 
be done by his administration towards restoring 
harmony between the different sections of the 
union. He was anxious to go south and speak to 
the people. As early as April he had ineffectually 
endeavored to arrange for a trip to Nashville, 
whither be had been cordially invited, and he was 
again disappointed a few weeks later to find that 
he could not go tu Seuth Carolina to attend the cen- 
tennial celebration of the victory of the Cowpens. 
But for the autumn he definitely counted on being 
present at the three memorable assemblies in the 
south, the celebration at Yorktown, the opening of 
the cotton exposition at Atlanta, and the meeting 
of the army of the Cumberland at Chattanooga. 
He was already turning over in his mind his 
address for each occasion, and the three taken to- 
gether, he said to a friend, gave him the exact scope 
and verge which he needed. At Yorktown he would 
have before him the associations of a hundred years 
that bound the south and the north in the sacred 
memory of acommon danger and a common victo- 
ry. At Atlanta he would present the material in- 
terests and industrial development which appealed 
to the thrift and independence of every household, 
and which should unite the two sections by the in- 
stiuct of self iaterest and seli-defense. At Chatta- 
nooga he would revive memories of the war only to 
show that afier all its disaster and all its suffering, 
the country was stronger and greater, the uvion 
rendered indissoluble, and the future, through the 
agony and blood of one generation, made brighter 
and better for all. 

_ Garfield's ambition for the success of his admin- 
istration was high. With strong caution and con- 
servatism in his nature, he was in no danger of at- 
tempting rash experiments or of resortiug to the 
empiricism of statesmanship. ‘But he believed that 
renewed and closer attention should be given to 
questions affecting the material interests and com- 
mercial prospects of tifty mil ions of people. He 
believed that our continental relations, extensive 
and undeveioped as they are, involved responsi- 
bility, and could be cultivated into profitable 
friendship or be abandoned to harmful indiffer- 
ence or lasting eumity. He believed with equal 
confidence that an essential forerunuer to a new 
= of national progress must bea feeling of con- 
cutment in every section of the union, and a gen- 
erous belief that the benefits and burdens of gov- 
ernment would be common to all. Himself a e-n- 
spicuous illustration of what ability and ambition 
may do under repuMican institutions, he loved his 
country with a passion of patriotic devotion. and 
every waking thought was given to her advance- 
ment. He was an American in all his aspirations 
and he looked to the gee and infiuence of the 
United States with the philosophic contposure of 
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The .political events which aisturbed the presi- 
dent's serenity for many weeks before that fateful 
day in J any form an important chapter in his ca 
reer, and, in his own judgment, involved ques- 
tions of principle and of right which are vitally 
essential to the constitutional administration of 
the federal government. It would be out of place 
here and now to speak the language oi controver- 
sy; but the events referred to, however they may 
continue to be a source of contention with others, 
have become, so far as Garfield is coneerned, as 
mucha matter of bistory as his heroism at Chicka- 
mauga or his illustrious service in the honse. De- 
tail is not needful. and personal antagonism shall 
ot be rekindled by any word uttered to- 
day. The motives Oo those opposing 
him are not to be here adversely in- 
terpreted nor their course harshly characterized. 

tut of the dead president thisis to be said, and said 
peeause his own speech is forever silenced and he 
can be no more heard except through the fidelity 
and the love of surviving friends. From the begin- 
ning tothe end of the controversy he so much de- 
plored, the president was never for one moment 
actuated by any motive of gain to himself or of loss 
to others. Least of all men did he harbor revenge, 
rarely did he even show resentment, and malice 
was not in his nature. He was congenially em- 
ployed only in the exchange of good offices and the 
doing of kindly deeds. 

There was not an hour, from the be,,inuing of the 
trouble till the fatal shot éntered his body, when 
the president would not gladly, for the sake of re- 
storning harmony, have retraced any step he had 
taken if such retracing had merely Lavekved con- 
sequences personal to himself. The pride of con- 
sistency, or any supposed sense of humiliation that 
might result from surrendering his position, had not 
a feather’s weight with him. No man was ever less 
subject tosuch influences from within or without. 
But after most anxious deliberation and the coolest 
survey of all the circumstances, he solemnly be- 
lieved that the true prerogatives of the executive 
were involved in the issue which had been raised, 
and that he would be unfaithful to his supreme ob- 
ligation if he failed to maintain, in all their vigor, 
the constitutional rights and dignities of his great 
office. He believed tris in all the convictions of 
couscience When in sound and vigorous health, and 
he believed itin hissuffering and prostration in the 
last conscious thought which his wearied mind be- 
stowed on the transitory strugglesof lii 

More than this need not be said. L man this 
could not be said. Justice to the dead, e highest 
obligation tnat devolves upon the living, demands 
the declaration thativ all he bearings of the sub- 
ject, actual or possible, the president was content 
edin his mind, justified in his conscience, immov- 
able in his conclusions. 

The religious element in Garfield’s character was 
deep and earnest In his early youth he espoused 
the faith of the disciples, a sect of that great Bap- 
tist communion, which, in different ecclesiastical 
establishinents, i so numerous and iatlnential 
throughout all parts of the United states But the 
broadening tendeney of his mind and his active 
spiritof inquiry were only apparent and carried 
him pevond the dogmas of sectand the restraint 
of association. In selecting a college in which to 
continue his education he rejected Bethany,though 
presided over by Alexaider ¢ ‘ampbell, the greatest 
preacher of his church. His reasons were charac- 
teristic: first, that Bethany leaned too heavily to- 
ward slavery; and second, that being himself a 
discip'e and the son of disciple parents,he hed little 
acquaintance with people of other beliefs aud he 
thouvhtit would make him more tiberal, quoting 
hisown words, both in his religious and general 
views, to go intoa new circle and be under new in- 
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The liberal tendency which he anticipated as the 
Hie was 
emancipated from mere sectarian belief, and with 
eager interest pushed his investigatio.s in the direc- 
tion of moderp progressive thought. He followed 
with quickening step in the paths of exploration 
and speculation so fearlessly trodden by Darwin, 
by Huxley, by 1 vndal, and by other living scientists 
of the radica! and advanced type. Hisown church, 
binding its disciples by no formulated creed, but 
accepting the O.d and New Testaments as the word 
of God with unbiased liberty of private interpre- 
tation, favored, if it did not endl ati tne spirit of 
investigetion. Its members profess With sincerity, 
and profess only, to be of one mind and one faith 
with those who immediately followed the Master, 
and who were first called Christians at Antioch. 

But however high Garfield reasoned of ‘'fixed 
fate. free will, foreknowledge absolute,’’ he was 
never separated from the Church of the Disciples in 
his affections audin his associations. For him it 
held the ark of-the covenant. To him it was the 
gate of heaven. The world of religious belief is 
full of solecisms and coutradictions, A philosophic 
observer declares that men by the thousand will 
die in defense of acreed whose doctrines they do 
not comprehend and whose tenets they habitually 
violate. Itis equally true that men. by the thou- 
saud willecling tochurcenh organizations with instine- 
tive and undying fidelity wien their belief in ina 
turer years is radically diiYereiu. from taat which 
inspired them as neophytes. 

But after this range of speculation, and this lati- 
tude of doubt, Garfield came back always with 
freshness and delight to the simpler instincts of re- 
lizious faith, which, earliest implanted, longest sur- 
vive. Not many weeks before his assassination, 
walking on the banks ot the Potomac with a friend, 
and conversing on those topics of personal religion, 
concerning which noble natures have an uncon- 
querable reserve, he said that he found the Lord’s 

yrayer and the simple petitions learned in infancy 
lufinitely restful to him, not merely in their stated 
repetition, butin their casual and frequent recail 
as he wentabout the duaily duties of life. Certain 
texts of scriptures had avery strong hold on his 
memory and his heart. He heard, while in Edin- 
burgsome years ago, an eminent Scotch preacher 
who prefaced his sermon with reading the 
eighth chapter of the epistle to the 
Romans, which book had been the subject of care- 
ful study with Garfield during aj his religious life. 
He was greatly impressed by election ol the 
preacher and declared that it ha@ imparted a new 
and deeper meaning to the majestie utterances of 
Saint Paul. He referred often in after years to that 
memorable service, and dwelt with exaltation of 
feeling upon the radiant promise and the assured 
hope with which the great apostle of the Gentiles 
yas “persuaded that neither death, nor life, nor 
augels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
hor any other creature, shall be able to separate us 
“pe the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our 
Lord,.’’ 

The crowning characteristic of General Ga. field's 
religious opinions, as, indeed, of all opinions, was 
his liberality. Jn allthings he had charity. ‘Yoler- 
ance was of his nature. He respected in others the 
qualities which he possessed himseli—sincerity of 
conviction and frankness of expression. With him 
the inquiry Was not so much what a man believes, 
but does he believeit? the lines or his friendship 
and his contidence encircled men of every creed, 
and men of no creed, and te the end of his life, on 
his ever-lengthening list of triends, were to be 
lound the names of a pious Catholic priest and of 
an honest-minded and generous-hearted — free- 
thinker. 

On the morning of Saturday, July second, the 
president was a coniented and happy man—not in 
un ordinary degree, but joyfully, a most’ bovisbly 
happy. Ou his way to the railroad station to which 
he drove slowly, in conscious enjoyment of the 
beautiful morning, with an unwonted sense of 
leisure anda keen anticipation of pleasure, his talk 
wasallin the grateful and gratulatory vein. He 
felt that after four months of trial his administra- 
tion was strong in its grasp of affairs, strong iu pop- 
ular favor and destined to grow stronger: that 
grave difficulties confronting him at his inaugura- 
tion had been safely passed; that trouble lay be- 
hind him and not before him; that he was soon to 
meet the wife whom he loved, now recovering 
from an illness which bad but lately disquieted 
and at times almost unnerved him; that he was 
going to his Alma Mater to renew the most cherish- 
ed associations of his young manhood, and to ex- 
change greetings with those whog deepening in- 
teresi had followed every stey of his upward pro- 
gress from the day he entered upon jis college 
course until he had attained the loftiest elevation 
in the gift of his countrymen. 

Surely if happiness can ever come from the ho:- 
ors or triumphs of this world, on that quiet July 
morning James A. Garfield may well have been a 
happy man. No foreboding of evil haunted him; 
no siightest premonition of danger clouded his 
sky. Hs terrible fate was upon him in an instant. 
One moment he stood erect, strong, confident in 
the years stretching peacefully out before him. 
The next day he lay wounded, bleeding, helpless, 
doomed to weary weehs of torture, to silence and 
the grave. 

Great in life, he was surpassingly great in death. 
For no cause. in the very frenzy of wantonness and 
wickedness, by the red hand of murder, he was 
thrust from the full tide of this world’s interest, 
from its hopes, its aspirations, its victories, into the 
visible presence of death—and he did not quail. 
Not alone for one short momentin which, stunned 
and dazed, he could give up life, hardly aware of its 
relinguishment, but through days a deadly lan- 
guor,through weeks of agony, that was not less agony 
because silent'y borne, with clear sight and calm 
courage, he looked into his open grave.

in his heart the eager, rejoicing power to meet all 
demand. Before him, desolation and great aark- 
ness! And his soul was not shaker. His country- 
meu were thrilled with instant, profound, and uni- 
versalsympathy. Masterfulin his mortal weakness, 
he bece me the center of a naiion’s love, enshrined 
in the prayers of a worid. Butall the love and ail 
the sympathy could not share with him his suffer- 
ing.

Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, offered a resolution 
of thanks to Mr. Blaine for his masterly ad- 
dress, which was unanimously adopted. 

The house then adjourned.

SLAVERY AND THE WAR, 

Recently, as our readers will remember, 
Ture Constitution has been engaged in an ef- 
fort to extricate two of its most esteemed con- 
temporaries, the Mobile Register and the 
Charleston News and Courier, from a niuddle 
of extraordinary proportions. All the indi- 
cations go to show that our efforts will be at 
least partially successful. The occasion of all 
the trouble was a statement made by Tue 
ConsTituTIoNn to the effect that if there had 
been no slavery there would have been no 
war. The Register, as well as the News and 
Courier, took exceptions to this, and the for- 
mer, indorsed by the latter, asserted that the 
war was fought in defense of state rights, al- 
beit state rights survive the war, and against 
the pretensions of the republican party which, 
in 1860, was powerful, not by reason of its 
numbers, but by reason of the monumental 
folly of the democratic leaders. In its issue 
of February 21, the Register replies to Tne 
CONSTITUTION’S Objections to the ‘‘pretensions” 
theory. The following extract embraces the 
material portion of the Register’s reply: 

But whatever were the individual views of south- 
ern men asto the poliey or impolicy of secession, 
there was no difference of opinion among us as to 
the fact that local self-government was endangered 
by the success of the republican party in 1560. 
When the war closed ,we saw very plainly that the 
worst fears of our leaders had been realized. The 
recoustruction acts; the civil rights law as con- 
strued by Judge Woods in the Grant parish case; 
the use of the army by Grant to terrorize the peo- 
pie and to manufacture legislatures; the advanced 
claims of such federal judges as Busteed; the more 
recent pretensions of Judge Rives over the state ju- 
diciary: the very recent imprisonment of state offi- 
cers by Judge Bruce; the effort to declare martial 
law in 1574; the successful attack upon the electo- 
ral colleges in 1876—all of these were parts of a de- 
sign to subject the states absolutely to the will of 
the federal government. 

The objection to the foregoing—and it is a 
fatal one—is just this: That the cause of the 
war cannot be its results. Ourleaders had no 
fear of the reconstruction acts and the civil 
r.ghts bill in 1860. If, in 1860, our leaders 
feared defeat and saw in their dreams the 
post-bellum legislation which our esteemed 
contemporary persists in attributing to ante- 
bellum causes, then it is fair to say that their 
worst fears were realized. In point of fact, 
the bare suggestion is an absurdity. 

Fortunately, however, the Register replies 
to its own argument, and the reply is so com- 
plete that we print it in full elsewhere upon 
this page of THe Constitution. Itisa re- 
sponse to a question putin these columns to 
the Charleston News and Courier. Our 
Charleston contemporary had asserted, in 
effect, that the war was fought to establish 
the right of secession, whereupon we asked 
ifa majority in favor of peaceable secession 
could be found in the south. The inquiry 
was addressed to the News and Courier, but 
it is answered by the Register. This answer 
we commend to the attention of our readers. 
It is clear, complete and suggestive, and it is 
to this quality of suggestiveness our esteemed 


contemporary must attribute our apparent 
persistence in pushing this good-natured dis- 
cussion toits logical conclusion. 

Why is it that the people of the south are 
to-day, as the Register truthfully asserts,over- 
whelmingly in favor of the union? It is be- | 
cause slavery is outof the way. With no pe- 
culiar institution to protect, the southern 
people have no peculiar interest in carrying 
on the old controversy about state sovere ynty 
and thé like. 

In this connection, it is curious to observe 
as thoughtful a journal as the Springfield Re- 
publican endeavoring to belittle the memory 
of Daniel Webster, because that great states- 
man refused to join the abolitionists.

The HRivera Still Rising—The Relief Extended. 
Littite Rock, February 27.—The river con- 
tinues to rise at this point at the rate of one- 
half inch per hour, The steamer Woodson, 
from Pine Bluif, reports the banks having 
been overtlowed at Pottris levee, forty miles 
below here. Adamsburg, fourteen miles above 
Pine Bluff, is inundated, and the whole 
country is under water. It is reported 
that the river is nowrunning through the flat 
bayou. The bank in many places is caving. 
Moslevs lukeand river, fifty miles below, have 
joined forces, and present the appearance of 
an inland lake. Much destitution exists 
amony the inhabitants of the overtlowed ter- 
ritory. Unless assistance in the shape of pro- 
Visions Is furnished, great suffering must fol- 
low, 
AT ITS HIGHEST POINT. 

Mempuis, February 27.—The river at this 
point now marks 55 feet and 5 inches, which 
Is reported to be the highest point reached 
this season, and it continues to rise slowly. 
teports from Crittenden, Mississippi, St. 
Francis and Phillips counties, Arkansas, are 
to the effect that great distress prevails among 
the inhabitants of the inundated districts. 
Appeals tor assistance are daily received and 
the picture drawn of the © situation 
is gloomy. The rise from the Oh‘o river has 


again caused St. Francis river to rise, and the 
outlook to those who have been subsisting as 


best they may on the rafts and cooped up in 
houses surrounded by water is anything but 
hopeful. A large volume of water is now 
pouring through the cut off 
Osceola, Arkansas, which again 
finds its way back into the main stream ten 
miles above Helena, Arkansas. The suffering 
Laconia 
Circle, where the water covers almost all the 
lands in a circumference of twenty miles. 
The loss of cattle and other stock continues, 
both from drowning and starvation. This 
condition of affairs also exists to an alarming 
extent in the lower region of the White river 
bottoms, which have been submerged to a 
depth of from two to four feet. Speedy assis- 
tunce must be rendered or the suffering of 
many will have a tragic ending. 

A Helena, Ark., special says the rain to-day 
caused arise of two inches in the overtlow of 
the city, but had no perceptible effect on the 
river, Which is stationary, but it is expected 
to begin rising to-night, and alarming reports 
of what is to come are current on the streets. 
It is generally believed the water will go from 
six to fifteen inches aboye the recent rise, in 
the event of which we shall have serious 
trouble, and there is no way of estimating the 
damage which must ensue. The _ levees 


Helena will not: be damaged by. the current 
resulting fronr’a break in the levee imme- 
dately protecting the city. 

During a thunder storm this afternoon a 
genuine water spout was observed in the river 
north of the city. 

The Midland railroad trains will probably 
discontinue running into the city after to-day, 
stopping at the junction, somes mile out. 
This is due to an increased depth of the water 
on the track between the city and the junc- 
tion. 

BREAKING THE LEVEES, 

VicksspurG, Miss., February 27.—A special 
from Greenville, Miss., reports that the levee 
on Deer creek at Mrs. Urguhart’s was broken 
on Saturday by the water passing through the 
creek from the east or the break in Bolivar 
eountv. The damage from this break will be 
local and small. Catfish Point levee broke at 
five o'clock this morning, leaving the gap fifty 
feet wide. The Kentucky levee is reported to 
have broken at eight o'clock this morning. 
The water from these breaks will affect the 
syuthern part of Bolivar county and the 
northern parc of Washington county and 
Deer creek.
